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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 7-9,12-16,26-30 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The rejection under 35 USC 1 12 is dropped as the claims have been amended and 
applicant's remarks are persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The rejections of claims 27,28 under 35 USC 102(b) over Shao, Lei, Zhou, Tseng, 
Diedrich, USP 3907830 are dropped as the claims have been amended and applicants remarks 
are persuasive. 

4. Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shao that teach 
species RN 773 1 6-82-6. Note R2/R4/R6/R7 are hydrogen; Rl is heterocyclcarbonyl 
(pyridylcarbonyl); R5 is methoxy (alkoxy). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The rejection under 35 USC 103 over USP 3907830 and 4166862 is dropped as the 
claims have been amended and applicant's remarks are persuasive. 

6. Claims 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over USP 3907830 
that generically teach compounds according to the invention as animal feed additives. See 
column 7 formula; column 8 lines 1-32. Note R2 is hydrogen; R3/R4 may be hydrogen; Rl may 
be unsubstituted benzyl. This corresponds to the claimed invention when R3 is hydrogen; R4 is 
hydrogen; R5 may be hydrogen, methoxy (alkoxy). 

One of ordinary skill in the art would thus be motivated to prepare compounds from 
under the USP 830 genus in order to obtain additional beneficial feed agents. Also, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to prepare compounds structurally similar to those of 
USP 830 in the expectation of obtaining a useful compound to add to animal feed as compounds 
structurally similar in structure are expected to have similar properties. The level of skill in the 
art is further reflected in In re Lohr 137 USPQ 548 at 549 (CCPA 1963), and in In re Payne 204 
USPQ 249 at 254 (CCPA 1 979).
